Qmle Different from llie Sentimental 


Guxli of" tUo Orator— Looking 


Over flio FIcia-BuryJuK 


Hie Dead. 


[Pitfcburg Dispatch.] 


Tho Fourth of July orator loves to talk 


abcutlhe field of carnage. 
He says tha 


ground is red with blood, and that dead 
radios lie so thickly that oue cannot walk 
without treading upon them. This is the 
veriest bosh imaginable. 
How many men 


would it have taken to thickly strew the bat- 
tle-field of Uimplin Hills, or how much blood 
to paint it red ? The ground fought over was 
about nine miles in length, and from one to 
lour miles in width. This does not include 
the cavalry operation?. There were not men 
enough in both armies to "strew it thickly" 
if every one of them had been killed and 
strewn arouud. The diary from which the 
sketch of Ihe tattle was taken contains tho 
notes of a tour of a portion of the field tho 
next day, which are more reliable than the 
sentimental gash of the orator, or the lurid 
iketchos of tho war correspondent;
